56% of the FoodShare members are female and 44% are male. 58% are adults and 42% are minors.
38% of AGs include minors. Adults between ages 6—17 has the largest number for any grouping, making
up to 27% of recipients. 41.9% of FoodShare members are 17 and younger.

Of the AGs that contain minors, 71%
have one parent in the AG, 20% have
two or more parents, and 10% have no

parents.

26.1% of FoodShare members are EBD. 47.2% of AGs contain at least
one individual that is EBD. The average allotment for EBD AGs is
$124. However, 32% of the EBD caseload is receiving an allotment of
$20 or less.
